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Hillside , urgency ordinances continue toward completion 


The Hillside Management Ordinance Environ¬ 
mental Impact Report was certified at Tuesday eve¬ 
ning’s Sierra Madre City Council meeting. Also 
introduced for first reading that evening was the 
Hillside Management Ordinance No. 1078 with an 
urgency ordinance, No. 1079U, in tandem. Ordi¬ 
nance 1078 will be referred back to the Planning 
Commission for a public hearing prior to placement 
on the Nov. 26 agenda for second reading and 
adoption. 

The major milestones noted for the E.I.R. are as 
follows: draft Hillside Management Ordinance, Aug. 
28, 1991; Environmental Assessment, Sept. 6, 1991; 
notice of E.I.R. being prepared, Sept. 20; notice of 
availability for draft E.I.R., Oct. 2; notice of com¬ 
pletion, Oct. 3; consideration by the Planning Com¬ 


mission, Oct. 17; public hearing by the City Council, 
Nov. 5; and certification of the final E.I.R., Nov. 12. 

“The purpose of the hearing is to ask the Plan¬ 
ning Commission to review and determine the precise 
boundaries,” said Counsel Robert Flandriek. He re¬ 
ferred to the questions which arose at the last council 
meeting concerning a change in the boundaries in one 
section which, it was decided, was caused by a cleri¬ 
cal error. The dotted line in Exhibit 1 will be the 
boundary that is accepted in the ordinance. 

The urgency measure “will be for the period of 
time when instructions are not in full effect.” 

Because Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan is located 
within the immediate area of the Hillside Ordinance, 
he abstained from voting; however, the other four 


councilmcmbers voted affirmatively, satisfying the 
four-fifths vote. 

The council hopes that the Planning Commission 
will set a special meeting on Dec. 5 before the Dec. 12 
City Council meeting so the plan can be wrapped up 
before the end of the year. 

“Waste reduction proof is the most important 
item as we go forward...We must find a way to 
reduce the amount of waste. I would like to see us 
as a city become a model...and be proactive,” Mayor 
Pro Tern Gary Adams said, and Councilwoman 
MaryAnn MacGillivray added, “We must ride herd 
on Western Waste (the city’s trash hauler).” 

Both were referring to the Source Reduction and 
Recycling Element (S.R.R.E.) as required by the Cal¬ 
ifornia Integrated Solid Waste Management Act of 


1989 in which Sierra Madre is involved. A final 
draft of the S.R.R.E. will be addressed at the public 
hearing set for Dec. 10 so that the statement will be 
adopted by the end of the year, as mandated by the 
state. Copies have been available for review at the 
front counters of the library and city hall. 

Main Street Chamber of Commerce was granted 
$13,000 in accordance with the City Council actions 
of Aug. 13 when 50 percent of $25,000 was given 
to the group with the balance to be released later. 

Main Street has trimmed its budget so that the 
CRA funds will keep it afloat for this year. The 
shortfall of $5670 is expected in 1992-93. narrowing 
until the group hopes to make a profit of $1853 in 
1995-96. 


Adams demands more stringent ‘policing’ by SMPD 


Sierra Madre Police Department received a 
pounding at the City Council meeting Tuesday eve¬ 
ning after the Narcotics Seizure and Forfeiture Plan 
was presented by Chief Bill Betts. 

Betts thanked the City Council for encouraging 
the department to seize property and goods purchased 
with drug money “in support of those drug-related 
cases to get a clear message to the community that 
we’re serious.” He explained that they must prove 
that the drug money was used to obtain the goods and 
property. 

Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams said, “I must say 
this. I must say that with a professional police de¬ 
partment you don’t need to have the City Council 
tell them to aggressively pursue enforcing laws.” 

As a result of the city’s recent commitment to 
participate in the Interagency Agreement with the 
Los Angeles Interagency Metropolitan Police Appre¬ 
hension Crime Task Force, this constitutes an oppor¬ 
tune time to express the commitment to seize assets 
obtained via local drug enforcement efforts. 

Adams also urged the police to enforce vehicle 
laws when dealing with day laborers and their being 
picked up by local residents. He was responding to a 
report from resident Ralph Schroder who said he had 
stationed himself in front of the cannon in Memorial 
Park at 5:30 a.m. to see how many day laborers came 
into town. 

“There were half dozen workers there before 
5:30. I sat there for seven hours and the largest group 
was about 60 at one time,” Schroder said. 

He was concerned that vehicle codes were not 
being observed. “Rather than put the burden on the 
men to be hired, put the burden on those who pick 
up the workers.” He said that people stopped in the 
middle of the street to pick up workers, not observing

area to Sierra Vista Park 

Phyllis Bennet said many of the workers come in 
cars and park in the neighborhood. "They also come 
in trucks, vans, by bus, and dump a lot of them 
coming in both directions.” 

Because there have been many complaints about 
the workers waiting in Memorial Park because traffic 
is being impacted, a suggestion by City Administra¬ 
tor Jim McRea has been made to change the meeting 
area to Sierra Vista Park. 

Although the City Council received and filed 
the information, they talked of possible liability, to 
quote Councilman Clem Bartolai, when he sug¬ 
gested, “What liability does the city assume, provid¬ 
ing a site, location, restrooms, as if we are sanction¬ 
ing this sort of thing?” 

Adams again asked for an ordinance “as strin¬ 
gent as we can possibly make it” concerning pro¬ 
hibiting the distiibution of unwanted newspapers, 
flyers and handbills in the Sierra Madre city limits. 
A sample ordinance is being written that will require 
the distributor of any newspaper, handbill, flyer, 
advertisement or other similar materials (excepting 
religious and political) to obtain a monthly list of 
those addresses which do not wish distribution at 


their locations. 

As with other violations of the Sierra Madre 
Municipal Code, noncompliance is considered a mis¬ 
demeanor offense punishable by $500 fine and up to 


six months in jail. 

If adopted, the sample ordinance would apply 
to business and commercial property, also. 

Again, Adams demanded control by the police. 


Arcadia police show stolen jewelry 


Today, Thursday, Nov. 14, from 5 to 8 p.m., 
jewelry that was stolen during burglaries between 
March and November of this year will be shown at 
Arcadia Police Department, 250 W. Huntington Dr.,

Hugh Colvin succumbs to illness Nov. 10

Memorial services for Hugh Frank Colvin are 
being planned for a December date to be announced 
later. Mr. Colvin died Nov. 10 at Huntington 
Memorial Hospital in Pasadena. 

Hugh Frank Colvin was born Apr. 25, 1917 in 
Spokane, WA, and came to Southern California with 
his family when he was 12 years old. His parents 
were Frank L. and Alice J. Colvin. 

He graduated from Caltech in 1936 with a B.S. 
in chemical engineering and from Harvard Business 
School in 1939 with an M.B.A. He was, at that time, 
the youngest person to enter Caltech. 

He and Audy Lou Holden were married July 2, 
1940, in Westwood. From 1936 to 37 he was engineer 
of American Gas Association, then went on to be 
engineer and economic planner of Union Oil Com¬ 
pany of California until 1946. Mr. Colvin was di¬ 
rector/vice president of Consolidated Electrodynam¬ 
ics Corp. until 1958, serving as president from 1956 to 
58. He was co-founder and director of Unitek 
Corporation from 1948 to 1978 and served as presi¬ 
dent of the corporation from 1962 to 1982. Mr. 
Colvin was a registered professional chemical en¬ 
gineer from 1949 until the present. 

The deceased held directorships in six groups, 
among them Istel Fund, Inc. and Thomas Jefferson 


Research Center. 

Among his memberships, Mr. Colvin prized be¬ 
ing a life member of the Sierra Club and Nature 
Conservancy, a member of Los Angeles County 
Arboretum and of the National Parks Association. 
He was a member of the World Business Council, 
also. 

In his civic memberships, he numbered being on 
the board of trustees of the Sierra Madre Library, on 
the board of trustees and president of the Sierra 
Madre School Board, the Sierra Madre Community 
Nursery School and was a member of Friends of 
Sierra Madre Library. 

In 1990, he received the Distinguished Alumni 
Service Award from Caltech. He also received the 
award for Outstanding Contribution to Industrial 
Education by the city of Monrovia, the Outstanding 
Service to Libraries in California by the California 
Association of Library Trustees and Commissioners, 
and received an award for his valuable contribu¬ 
tion by La Asociacion Mexicana de Orthodoncia, 
AC. 

He enjoyed being a life member of the Caltech 
(CIT) Associates President Circle, director of the

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Careful thought on 
fire preparation 

Due to the recent occurrences of 
brush fires that have been intentionally 
set, area residents should remain on 
alert for suspicious activities or unauth¬ 
orized persons in canyons or hillside 
terrains where homes could be affected, 
advised the California FAIR Plan, a fire 
insurance pool that insures properties 
in designated brush areas. 

Although many brush areas have 
established community-based arson watch 
groups, residents should be alert to sus¬ 
picious activities - particularly during 
the daytime, since fire officials have 
reported that the majority of inten¬ 
tionally-set fires have been ignited dur¬ 
ing the afternoon hours. 

As most persons work away from 
home during the daylight hours, con¬ 
tingencies should be made with neighbors 
who are home during the day to become 
more aware of cars, trucks or persons 
located in or near uninhabited brush 
terrain for any length of time. Persons 
should report any suspicious activities 
seen to local authorities. 

The recent fires should also serve 
as a signal to local residents that fires 
can occur at any time, and that pre¬ 
cautionary measures for evacuation 
should be reviewed. 

Insurance policies, personal property 
inventories, escape routes and subse¬ 
quent family planning in the event of a 
fire should also be considered. More 
importantly, brush growth, unhindered 
vegetation, and even trees and bushes 
that can aid in the fire’s acceleration 
should be cleared immediately due to 
continuing drought conditions.

I don’t re¬ 
member the station but it was Jasbo on the radio 
and he always talked about going down into the 
purple grotto to talk with listeners that called 
him. The exact year escapes me but it had to be 
about 1964 or 196S. Jasbo spent several weeks 
talking about coming to Sierra Madre to spend 
a weekend. It was quite an event when he finally 
came. 

The Sierra Madre News got into the spirit 
of things and printed a 24-page paper that week, 
all in purple ink. Jasbo spent Saturday and Sun¬ 
day with us and brought people from all over 
Southern California to meet and see him. Most 
of the people were dressed in purple. It was 
really something to see! Throughout the two 
days, 9-inch television sets were given out to 
lucky number holders, there being 10 lucky 
numbers. It was indeed a festive time for many. 

I doubt there are many in town who remem¬ 
ber this little caper, except me. In 1964, 
Channel 3 television held a contest. It was a 
General Election year and they offered a $1000 
prize to the person who could come the closest 
in guessing the number of ballots that would 
be cast in California. Did you know that I won 
that contest? When the station announced the 
winner, they said that I had come within l/10th 
of one percent of the exact vote count. I was 
invited to come to Los Angeles and be presented 
the check on television. Sewell Clark asked to 
go with me so on the appointed day, off we 
went. He and I were interviewed on a half-hour 


program they were doing at the time. 

Speaking of Sewell Clark, his wife ran a 
dress shop on Montecito and only recently re¬ 
tired. Anyway, several weeks after I had taken 
over the editorship of The Sierra Madre News, 
Sewell Clark presented h, .nself in the office and 
announced to me that 1 would never last as the 
editor and publisher of The News. He gave me 
six months. You see, Sewell was also a news¬ 
paper writer and had had his fling at running 
The Sierra Madre News. He said that the peo¬ 
ple in town were a tough bunch to deal with. 
Sewell and I laughed many times over this state¬ 
ment. He became a good friend. I just wish he 
had lasted the 18 and a halt years of editbtship; ^ 
that I enjoyed. 

Another event that goes way back is the ap¬ 
pearance of the Violin Spider in our town. It 
was found in some of the buildings in Memorial 
Park. Known as being very poisonous, many 
citizens were upset and worried that they might 
be bitten by the critter. Some brave souls 
searched them out and caught theml These 
specimens ended up encased in plastic to be used 
as desk ornaments or paper weights. Just re¬ 
cently I heard on the radio that the little fellers 
were back being found in an old building in Los 
Angeles. 

Some of you probably remember the gigan¬ 
tic metal sculpture of the Violin Spider that used 
to be in Memorial Park. A group of residents of 
the canyon area got together and built it and it 
was displayed on a stand in the park. They 
originally placed it there during the darkness of 
night, a little surprise for the town. It disap¬ 
peared the same way. 1 don’t remember ever 
hearing where it ended up.

1 was talking with Kris Hutchinson the oth¬ 
er day about a program I’d seen on the tube.

Growing up, as a young teenager in Sierra 
Madre during the 1930s, was a great experience, 
especially during the summer when there was no 
school to attend. We were left on our own for 
entertainment; playing baseball in a vacant lot, 
tennis in the City Park, and riding bikes all over 
the place. Baseball was a game, where, if we 
didn’t have enough players to choose sides, we 
would play “Work Up.” If you would like to 
learn more about this game, ask any male senior 
citizen. We didn’t have leagues, coaches, um¬ 
pires or organized teams. We just played. 

Sometimes, we’d dig for worms and hike up 
Big Santa Anita Canyon and try to catch fish 
behind the dam. Summer was full of lazy days 
where not much happened. 

However, if we had a little spending money, 
usually earned by selling The Saturday Evening 
Post or Collier’s from house to house, we might 
get on the Pacific Electric big red car, go to 
Lamanda Park and attend the Saturday after¬ 
noon movie. The program consisted of coming 
attractions, cartoons or an “Our Gang” come¬ 
dy, a serial, newsreel and a feature film. Cow¬ 
boy pictures were the most favored. The serials 
always left us hanging on the edge of our seats 
raising our anticipation as to what would hap¬ 
pen the following week. This, probably, was the 
origination of subliminal advertising. Coming 
attractions were not so subliminal. 

We’d also go swimming in the canyon pool. 


The water was cold and refreshing on a hot sum¬ 
mer’s day. 

If I remember correctly, everything cost a 
dime. The pool. The street car and the movie. 

Another favorite pastime, particularly after 
we learned that there were two sexes, was to at¬ 
tend the Friday night softball game. Sierra 
Madre played their home games on a diamond 
located behind hte grammer school on High¬ 
land. The field was regulation in dimensions 
with a fenced back stop and wooden bleachers. 
However, there were no outfield fences and a 
well hit ball could end up on Hermosa. The 
little kids would wait on the sidewalk to run 
down the home runs headed in their direction 
and throw the ball back into the field. The older 
but still young male teens made conversation 
with their newly found discoveries. 

We all rooted for the home team. 1 don’t 
remember all of the players, but Lome Pratt’s 
father, Miner Harkness Sr. and the young men 
of the LaLone family come to mind. It was 
great when we won and sad when we lost. 

There is a common belief that our Nation’s 
leaders, living and working inside the Interstate 
beltway that circumscribes Washington, are not 
in touch with the real issues concerning the peo¬ 
ple who make up our citizenry. This column is 
proof that such is not the case.

The current production 
at the Colony Theater 
is “The Farndale Avenue 
Housing Estate Towns¬ 
women’s Guild Dramatic 
Society Murder Mystery” 
and it was written by 
David McGillivray and 
Walter Zerlin, who are 
two of England’s most 
important playwrights, if 
you count number of pro¬ 
ductions. It is one of a 
series of plays that the 
authors have written a- 
bout the activities of the 
“Fahetgds,” and it is the 
American premiere of the 
series. The first play of 
the series was written for 
the Edinburgh Festival 
in 1975 and was loosely 
based on a production of 
“Macbeth” that had been 
directed by Zerlin’s 
mother for a real Towns¬ 
women’s Guild. McGilli¬ 


vray describes the genre 
as “genteel knocka¬ 
bout.” Other plays about 
the Townswomen’s Guild 
have shown their attempts 
at, not only Shakespeare, 
but French farce, science 
fiction, horror, Gilbert 
and Sullivan and “A 
Christmas Carol.” They 
are currently working on 
their version of “Peter 
Pan.” They have been 
wildly successful in places 
like Australia and New 
Zealand, as well as in 
England. 

McGillivray, who is di¬ 
recting the show at the 
Colony, admits some 
misgivings about intro¬ 
ducing his troupe to A- 
merica. “After all, they 
don’t have Townswo¬ 
men’s Guilds in the U.S.” 

Not to worry. There 


are at least as many ama¬ 
teur productions in the 
United States as in Great 
Britain, and one has seen 
curtains pulled down in¬ 
stead of up by the sup¬ 
posed professionals at the 
Pantages. Most U.S. 
amateurs try to maintain 
professional standards, 
but part of the Towns¬ 
women’s charm is their 
honesty in cheerfully re¬ 
minding the audience that 
they are only “doing their 


best, and raising money 
for a worthy cause.” 
This frees the audience to 
take their preposterous 
problems no more seri¬ 
ously than they do them¬ 
selves as, with British 
persistence, they muddle 
through. 

And the difficulties are 
only too familiar to any¬ 
one with even a nodding 
acquaintance with ama¬ 
teur theatricals. Last 
minute substitutes, Fits of 


giggles, lost props, flimsy 
sets, forgotten lines - 
these things are all famil¬ 
iar, but, mercifully they 
seldom happen all af 
once. 

The Dramatic Society is 
producing a mystery this 
time, “Murder at Check- 
ma‘e Manor” and four 
valiant “Englishwo¬ 
men,” Lisa Gates, Carol 
Newell, Ceptembre An¬ 
thony, and Lisa Beezley, 
with the help of “sub¬ 
stitute” Joseph Lambie, 
play all of the 14 charac¬ 
ters with as straight a face 
as possible considering 
the possibilities for con¬ 
fusion. 

“The Farndale Avenue 
Townswomen’s - etc.” is 
the kind of nonsensical 
farce that the British are 


particularly good at, and 
McGillivray and his Am¬ 
erican actors have given 
it the timing expertise 
that it needs. In the 
appropriate mood, you 
find yourself falling out 
of your chair with hilari¬ 
ous regularity. 

Of course, if that won¬ 
derful silliness (as in 
“Monty Python,” for ex¬ 
ample) is not your cup 
of tea....

Who cares? Few people 
would argue against the 
notion that our culture is 
experiencing a “crisis of 
care.” Do politicians 
care? Are families caring 
for their own? What a- 
bout our school systems, 
are they caring for the 
needs of our students? 
Are we all watching out 
for each other? Or, are 
we just too overwhelmed 
by the problems around 
us to really get involved? 
How about our churches, 
are they safe havens of 
nurture and love? 

Long ago a prophet by 
the name of Jeremiah 
said, “the whole land will 
be laid waste because 
there is no one who 
cares!” (Jer 12:11). This 
concrete truth is no ex¬ 
aggeration folks!

tal well-being could be 
side effects of squareness. 

The other day I read 
in the newspaper that one 
of the most popular new 
TV shows is something 
called “Studs.” It is sort 
of like “The Dating 
Game” after the date. 
Two young men are set up 
with blind dates with the 
same three women, and 
then afterward all five 
of them sit down and tell 
all, basically comparing 
sex notes. 

This is sick. It sends 
absolutely the wrong 
message to the young and 
impressionable in the era 
of AIDS. As Cal Thomas 
pointed out recently, the 
rock singer Madonna is 
a poor role model; for 
a good role model, look 
to the original Madonna. 

We will not see any TV 
shows in which young 
adults share stories of how 
their sexual looseness 
gave them HIV or AIDS. 
It would be bad for rat¬ 
ings and audience share.

We had taken the train 
from Copenhagen, 
choosing tourist class as 
the most interesting.

Lunch in the snack bar 
was achieved via the 
body-strewn aisles of sev¬ 
en cars and accompanied 
by a pandemonium of 
off-key guitars, harmoni¬ 
cas, banjoes and jubilant 
young voices. Still, the 
fat red German sausages 
and Danish beer were 
worth the marathon. 

The Dutch countryside 
was strewn with fat, jolly 
windmills, set amidst end¬ 
less fields ablaze with tu¬ 
lips, daffodils and a myr¬ 
iad of other blooms. 
Breadloaf haystacks 
dotted the scene, along 
with piquant stack- 
thatched houses. 

For our introduction to 
Amsterdam we chose a 
barge tour of the canals 
where we were treated to 
the wonderfully improba¬ 
ble canal houses, leaning 
in every direction like a 
crazed stage set, each nar¬ 
rower than the next. We 
spotted several only one 
room wide throughout 


their five stories, each 
crowned with its curly- 
cued false-front gable. 

We learned the reason 
behind the seemingly lu¬ 
dicrous architecture was 
canny Dutch thrift, based 
on the fact that their 
17th century owners were 
taxed on the front footage 
of their houses. The crazy 
tilts were thus necessitated 
to facilitate hoisting fur¬ 
niture to the upper stor¬ 
ies from outside, and we 
watched while a sofa was 
hauled by block and tack¬ 
le to its third floor living 
room, dangling over the 
heads of unconcerned 
passersby.
